Hustling Across America. 

Mr T. D. McKay, Genoral Passenger 
Agent for the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., 
the Occidental and Oriontal Steamship 
Co., and the Toyo Kisen Kaisha, and also 
of the San Franciscp Overland Route, has 
received advises of several new record runs.

EXPLORING TIBET, © 


Dr Sven Hedin's Trip. 

The eminent Swedish explorey, Dr Sven 
Hodin, was in Calcutta on May St, await- 
ing the necessary permission from the 
Government of India to enter Tibet, He 
will take a couple of Native survoyors with 
him. In an intorview with a reporter of 
theIndian Daily News at Simls the explorer 
said ho would st first devote hiteelf to 
the central lake regions of Tibet which 
havo go far beon only touched by a Native 
surveyor, .Nayan Singh, in 1873, and he 
proposes to name these lakes the Mayon 
Singh Lake Regions, These aro about 
200 miles north of the line taken by Captain 
Rider and are bolieved to be of glacial form- 
stion, He is taking a ‘Berthon boat with 
him with which he proposes to cross these 
lakes, to take mossuromont of their deptha 
and examine their phyaical formation. The 
resulta of this exploration, he anticipited, 
would be of great geographical and glacial 
importance, After leaving thiegreat group 
oflskes he will procood to tha northern 
portion of the great Tsohang district which 
remains yet unexplored. -This. vast tract
